portioned to work on his road, to warn in the hands. and such hand, 
_asafull compensation for such service, shall be exempt from working 
on roads, an equal number of days to the time he may have been 
engaged in warning in hands; and that such hand shall be competent 
to testify to the warning of hands who may be returned as delin- 
quent. ;

And be it further enacted, That when the road commis- 
sioners shall report any overseer as a delinquent, the county court 
shall cause to be issued to such overseer, a summon, to appear at the 
then succeeding term of said court, and if such overseer fail to show 

to the satisfaction of the court, that his delinquency was unavoidable, 
the court shall then proceed to fine such overseer, as provided for in 
section thirty-two, of chapter 140 of the Digest of the Statutes. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, 'That the said commissioners 
shall hold their appointment for the term of two years, and until their 
successors are appointed; and shall, during the term they continue in 
office be exempt from the performance of military and road duty, 
and from serving as petit or grand jurors. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, That the road commissioners and 
overseers shall be notified of their appointment in the same manner 
heretofore provided by law for notifying overseers; and if any over 
seer or road commissioner shall refuse to serve in the capacity in 
which he shall have been appointed, the county court may fine such 
overseer or commissioner in any sum not more than twenty dollars; 
provided, said court may, in the exercise of proper discretion excuse. 
such overseer or commissioner from serving. 

And be it further enacted, That every person subject to 
work on roads and highways, who shall fail after having been duly 
warned at least.three days before the time appointed to work, shall 
forfeit and.pay the sum of one dollar for each day he may so fail, to

before any other justice of the peace of the township wherein the de-

Be i¢ enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That any citizen or citizens who may-desire to con- 
struct within this State any dirt, stone, plank or rail road or 
bridge, may with his or their successors or assigns, be vested 
with the privilege of perpetual succession, to sue and be sued, 
grant and receive by their corporate name; to purchase and 
hold lands and chattles, have a common seal; make by-laws for 
the government of the corporation, have the power of amotion, 
and all the necessary and common incidents of bodies corporate 
and politic, upon filing in the office of the Secretary of State a 
particular statement of the structure intended to be erected, the 
line, (as nearjas may be) of its direction, the points or places’

six months from and after the day of commitment. 

Be it further enacted, That it is hereby made the duty 
of the sheriff as early as possible after the commitment of any 
runaway slave to cause an advertisement to be published in the

slave, and any other cireumstances calculated to lead to the dis- 
covery of the slave by his owner, and if after such advertisment 
for the space of six months, the owner should not apply for, 
prove, and take out of the jail such slave, paying such expenses:

tisement herein provided for, the sheriff shall then convey and 
deliver the slave to the keeper of the State Penitentiary who

and if the owner still fail; either in person or by agent to come

Be it further enacted, That there shall be erected, with- 
in said wall, of the same materials, three work shops; one of which 
shall be not less-thfan two hundred feet in length by forty feet in 
width, and not less than twelve feet high, in story; the other two, one 
hundred feet long, by forty feet in width, each of the same height, in 
story; the windows in each shop to be strongly: secured: with round 
iron grates, let into the stone sill and stone cap of each window; each 
window to have twenty-four lights, ten by twelve, and the centre of 
the windows to be not more than ten feet apart; all three of said 
shops to be covered, in. good style, with slate or zinc. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That there shall also be sdi, of 
the same materials, and covered with slate or zinc, a two story build- 
ing, of sufficient dimensions to accomodate the keeper and all subor- 
dinate officers employed about the institution—the front of which 
shall be part of the wall. . 

Sor. 4. Be it further enacted, That the present building shall be 
thoroughly repaired, with a good and substantial roof extended over 
the whole; the walls:there of properly braced with iron rods, so as to 
make it perfectly safe and secure; the cells thereof properly ventilated, 
and made cémfortable and healthful; and one of the rooms thereof 
shall be properly fitted up for a kitchen, one for a hospital, and one 
for a chapel and school room; and suitable stoves shall be provided 
to keep the cells warm in the winter time. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, That the secretary of State, audi- 


‘tor and treasurer pes ex officio constitute a board of inspection for 


the Penitentiary, and shall, before they enter upon the discharge of 
their duties, take an oath that they will, according to the best of-their 
abilities, carry out the true intent and meaning of this act, and faith- 
fully perform all the duties required: of them by law as inspectors of 
the Penitentiary. It shall be the duty of said board to direct and 
manage the discipline of the Penitentiary, as prescribed by law, and 
shall, every two weeks, examine into the condition of the convicts, 
and see that they are well provided with clothing and food; and shall, 
at the end of every three months, make a report to the Governor of all 
their proceedings, as well as of the progress and character of work 
done by the contracter under this act, and shall receive, each, the 
sum of one hunder dollars in addition to their present salary. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That, immediately after the passage - 
of this act,it shall be the duty of the Board of Inspectors to procure 
proper drawings and specifications of the work to be done under the 


’ provisions of this act, and to proceed to let the same out to the lowest - 


and most responsible and competent bidder, on the terms hereinafter 
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specified, reserving to themselves the right to reject all bids, even the . 
lowest, if deemed by them exorbitant. , 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, That the Board of Inspectors, in 
making such contract, shall stipulate that all the work required by: 
this act shall be completed in ten years, and that the said work, and 
all expenses attending the Penitentiary, shall not cost the State more 
than six thousand dollars a year for and during the said period of ten 
years. . 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, That, whoever may undertake such 
contract, shall be required to furnish all materials for the improve- 
ments required to be made by this act; also, to feed with necessary 
and wholesome food, comfortably clothe, furnish with necessary 
medicine-and medical aid, guard and keep all the prisoners who now 
are or may hereafter be sent to said Penitentiary, during the entire 
term of his contract; and the said contractor shall have the benefit, 
management and control of all the prisoners under his charge, and 
may employ them in such manner as he may think best, provided 
the same is in accordance with the laws of this State and the govern- 
ment and discipline adopted for the management of the Penitentiary. 


Sec. 9. Be it further enacted, That the contractor shall be paid 
quarterly, as other officers of Government, in such instalments as 
. shall be stipulated in the terms of the contract, and the Board of 
Inspectors shall give the contractor quarterly certificates upon the 
Auditor for such instalments, and the Auditor shall examine, adjust, 
audit the same, and see that the same are in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act and the terms of the contract; and, or being satis- 
fied of the fact, he shall draw his warrant on the Treasurer in favor 
of the contractor, and the 'T'reasurer shall pay the same out of any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated : Provided, 'That, 
in no instanoe, shall more than six thousand dollars be paid said con- 
tractor for work performed by him in any one year during the term 
of contract or for any contingency that may arise. 

Sec. 10. Be it further enacted, That, after such contract is entered 
into, it shall be the duty of the Board of Inspectors to visit said 
Penitentiary as often as once in every two weeks, and inspect and ex- 
amine said work asit progresses, and see that it is done in accordance 
with contract, and in a faithful and workmanlike manner; and also 
that the management and discipline of the prison isigood and proper 
in every respect ; and if, in their opinion, said contractor is not com- 
plying, and will not comply, with the terms of his contract, the 
Board of Inspectors shall withhold their certificates for the quarterly 
payment of such work, until they are satisfied that the contractor has 
faithfully complied with this contract in all respects.

Arkansas, That D. McO’Neill, William E. Conley, Edward Mc- 
Dermott and Stephen Gaster, and such other persons as may be as- 
sociated with. them, as stockholders, pursuant to the-provisions of this 
act, shall be, and are hereby erected a body politic and corporate in

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-of. the associates named in the first section of. this act and filed 
in the clerk’s office for the county of Johnson. . ~

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That George Brodie, Dr. P. Renton; J. Loring, R. L. 
Dodge, G. C. Watkins with all others who or may be hereafter as- 
sociated with them, be, and they hereby are, with their successors and 
assigns, made and established a body politic and corporate by the 
name of the Rockville Manufacturing Company for the purpose_of 
manufacturing any kind of cotton or woolen goods, yarns or. ma- 
chinery, and also to carry on the business of merchandising, in the 
most advantageous manner, and by that name they and their assigns, 
and successors shall be, and hereby are authorized and empowered to 
purchase, take, hold, occupy, possess and enjoy to them, and their 
successors any goods, chattels and effects of whatever kind they may. 
be, the better to enable them to carry on such business to advantage; 
also to purchase, take, hold, occupy, possess and enjoy any slaves, ° 
lands, tenements or hereditaments, as shall be necessary for the views 
and purposes of said corporation, and the same to sell and dispose of 
at pleasure, or to take a lease or leases thereof, for a term of years; al- 
so to sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, defend and be defend- 
ed, and be answered unto, in any court of record, or elsewhere, by 
the name and style aforesaid, and said corporation may have and use 
a common seal, and may alter the same at their pleasure. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That the capital stock of said còr-

Be it further enacted, That said company shall within 
thirty days after they have been legally organized and commenced 
business, and annually in the month of January thereafter, until all 
the capital stock of said company shall be fully paid in, cause to be 
lodged in the office of the clerk of Pulaski county, or of Union coun- 
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ty as the case may be, a certificate subscribed and sworn to by the 
secretary and president of said corporation; containing the amount of

Sec. 2. The corporate powers and duties of said town shall 
be vested in a Mayor, Town Council and such other officers as 
are hereinafter provided for. 

Sec. 3. The town council shall consist of six councilmen, who 
shall be elected by the citizens of ‘said town having the qualifi- 
cations of voters for members of the General Assembly of the: 
State of Arkansas, and shall hold their offices for the term of 
one year and until their successors are elected and qualified. . 

Sec. 4. No person shali be eligible to the office of council- 
man, who has not resided within the limits of said town for six 
months next preceding his election, and possess the qualifica- 
tions of a voter; and all other officers of said town shall possess 
the same qualifications as councilman. The town council shall 
judge of the qualifications and election of its own members; a 
majority of whom shall constitute a quorum to do business, but 
a smaller number may adjourn from day to day and compel the 
attendance of absent members in such manner and under such 
penalties as may be prescribed by the ordinances of said town. 
Said town council may determine the rules of their proceedings, 
punish their members for disorderly. conduct, and may by the 
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concurrence of two thirds of the whole number elected expel a 
member, and shall on the call of any member, cause the yeas » 
and nays to be entered upon the Journal. 

Sec. 5. The town council shall appoint all officers named in 
this act, whose appointment is not otherwise provided for, and 
shall have power to provide by ordinances for the appointment 
of all .officers,and agents of the town not otherwise provided for, 
and to prescribe their duties.

' by the town council, and officers so appointed shall serve until 
their successors are elected and qualified.

assessed value thereof; Provided, That no tax shall be levied or 
collected on any church or school property, or scientific appara- 
tus in said town; to make regulations to prevent the introduc- 
tion of contagious diseases, to establish quarantine within the 
limits of said town, and enforce the same; to make provisions to 
secure the general health of said town, and to prevent and re- 
move nuisances, to establish and regulate night watches and 
patrols, erect lamps in the streets, and light the same, erect and | 
repair wharfs, and regulate the anchorage and moorings of ves- 
sels, to license and regulate taverns, groceries, billiard tables, 
ten pin alleys, dram shops, auctions, hawkers and peddlers, 
shows, circusses, theatrical performances and other exhibitions, 
and to restrain and prevent tippling houses, gaming: houses, 
bawdy houses, and all other disorderly houses, to establish and 
repair bridges, to establish, repair and regulate markets; to 
open, grade, pave, or otherwise improve and repair streets, al- ` 
leys, avenues, lanes, drains and sewers; to provide for the in- 
spection of lumber and other building materials to be used in 
said town; to provide for the inspection, weighing and measuring 
of provisions, hay, fodder, wood, coal and other fuel to be used 
or offered for sale in said town; provide for the prevention and 
extinguishing of fires, and to establish a fire company ; to regu- 
late the storage of gun powder, salt petre, ter, pitch, cotton and 
other combustible materials; to prevent the firing of fire arms 
and other explosive compounds in said town; to prevent the fu- 
rious and unnecessary riding or driving of any horse, mule or 
other animal, within the limits of said town; to provide for the 
imposition and collection of fines, penalties ‘and forfeitures for 
the breach of any ordinance of.said town, and to appropriate the 
money arising from fines forfeitures, penalties and taxes, and 
provide for the payment of the debts and expenses of said town ; 
to provide for and erect all needful buildings.for the use of the 
town, and enclose, improve and regulate all public grounds be- 
longing to said town; to provide for the enumeration of the in- 
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habitants of the town; to fix the compensation of town officers, 
regulate the fees of jurors, witnesses and others for services un- 
der this act or any ordinance of the town council; to pass such 
ordinances for the regulation and police of said town, as the 
said town council shall deem necessary to carry into effect the 
objects of this act and the powers herein granted, and as the 
good of the inhabitants of said town may require; Provided, 
That no ordinance shall be inconsistent with, nor repugnant to

Sec. 8. The town council shall have power to pass ordinances 
regulating the police of slaves, imposing fines and pénalties and 
provide for the collection on owners and masters of slaves suf- 
ferred to go at large upon the hiring of their own time, or to act 
or deal as free persons, and to regulate, restrain and prescribe 
the terms upon which free negroes and mulattoes shall be per- 
mitted to reside in said town. . 

Sec. 9. The tewn council shall have power to provide. by ord- 
inance for the punishment by fine not exceeding one hundred 
dollars, or by imprisonment not exceeding ten days, or both, of 
_any person or persons who shall wilfully disturb the peace of the 

town, by loud or offensive or indecent language, or by threaten- 
ing, quarrelling, challenging or fighting, or by provoking or 
attempting to provoke another to commit.a breach of the peace, 
or any person who shall be found intoxicated on the streets, and 
disturbing the peace and quiet of the tewn: and any person 
_ who shall commit any of the offences mentioned in this section 
after sun set, may be arrested and imprisoned until the next day, 
or if the next day be Sunday, until the next Monday, when such 
person shall be brought to trial. ' 

Sec. 10. The Mayor of said town shall be elected by the qual- 
_ ified voters of said town, and commissioned by the Governor of 
the State of Arkansas, and shall hold his‘office for one year, and 
until his suecessor shall be elected and qualified. 

Szc. 11. The Mayor of said town is hereby constituted and 
established a corporation court, and shall be known as the 
“ Mayor of the tawn of Batesville,’ and as such shall be the chief 
judicial officer of said tewn, and shall have such jurisdiction in 
civil and criminal matters within’said town as may be confer- 
red upon him by this act, and by ordinances of the town coun- 
cil of said town, not incompatible with the laws of this State. 

Sec. 12. The Mayor shall be a conservator of the peace with- 
in the limits of the town, and shall have power to hear and de- 
termine and have original jurisdiction of all civil matters where 
the amount in controversy does not exceed one hundred dollars, 
and may sitas an examining court, and commit, discharge or 
recognize to the court having jurisdiction for further trial, all 
offenders against the criminal laws of this State, which he has 
not power to try, he shall have exclusive original jurisdiction in 
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all offences arising under the ordinances of said town, and con- 
eurrent jurisdiction in all offences committed in said town against 
the laws of this State punishable by fine only, where the fine 
does not exceed two hundred dollars. 

Sec. 13. In all civil cases the Mayor shall proceed in the same 
manner and in all things be governed by the same rules of pro- 
ceeding, which may, for the time be in force,, regulating and 
governing justices of the peace, and shall grant appeals to the 
circuit court of Independence county, and in all things be sub- 
ject to the same superintending control of that court that justi- 
ces of the peace, by the laws of the State may for the time be. 

Sec. 14. In criminal matters the Mayor shall be governed by 
the rules governing justices of the peace for the time, so far as 
the same may be applicable with such additional powers as 
may be necessary to carry out and eniorce the jurisdiction here- 
` by conferred upon him, provided, that he shall in all cases of 
offence against the laws of the State grant appeals to the circuit 
court, in the same manner that appeals are granted by justices 
of the peace in criminal cases, and in cases of offecnes against, or 
violation of the ordinances of said town council, where the judg- 
ment, exclusive of cosis, exceeds five dollars. Appeals shall be 
granted to said circuit court inthe same manner prescribed for 
justices ef the peace in like cases for the time being. E 

Sec. 15. The Mayor shall have power to administer oaths, 
take depositions and acknowledgments of deeds, mortgages, and 
other instruments of writing affecting the title of lands and other 
property, and certify the same under the seal of said town, which 
shall be received as good and valid throughout the-State of Ar- 
kansas. He shall have exclusive jurisdietion in all matters ari- 
sing under the ordinances of said town, and concurrent jurisdic- 
tion in all other eases in which jurisdiction is conferred upon 
him by this act. 

Sec. 16. The Mayor shalt have power to issue all writs neces- 
sary and proper to carry into effect the powers and authority 
conferred upon him by this act, and the ordinances of said town, 
and to bring before him forthwith, and to hear and determine 
in a summary manner, and to punish according to the provis- 
ions of the ordinances of said town,,any person or persons char- 
ged with violating any of the provisions of any ordinance of said 
town council. 

Sec. 17. The town council shall, by ordinance or ordinances, ` 
provide for the mode of contesting all elections of officers of said 
town. 

Sec. 18. The Mayor, councilmen, recorder, constable and other 
officers, shall, before entering upon the duties of their respective 
offices take and subscribe an oath to support the Constitution 
of the United States and the State of Arkansas, and faithfully to 
demean themselves in office, which oath may be administered 
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by the Mayor of said town, or any judge or justice of the peace 
in Independence county. 

Sec. 19. The Mayor shall ez-oficio be president of the town 
council, but shall have no vote in any case. 

Sec. 20. The Mayor shall be the keeper of the seal of said 
town, and the same shall be used by him in all cases when his 
acts are required to be under seal., - 

Sec. 21. The style of all ordinances of said town shall be, 
“ Be it ordained by the town council of Batesville,’ and all ordinan- - 
ces duly passed, shall, within one month after their passage be 
published in said town in such manner as shall-be prescribed by 
ordinance. | . 

Sec. 22. The town council shall appoint a town recorder who 
shall hold his office for the term of one year, unless sooner 
removed, who shall give bond and security to be approved by 
the Mayor for the faithful discharge of his duties, which duties 
shall be prescribed by ordinance. 

Sec. 23. There shall be elected by the qualified voters of said 
town, a town constable, who shall ex-officio be town collector, 
who shall hold his office for the term of one year, and until his 
successor is elected and qualified, and said constable shall, be- 
fore entering upon the duties of his office, give bond to the town 
of Batesville with sufficient security, to be approved by the 
Mayor, conditioned for the faithful performance of his duties as 
constable and town collector. Said constable shall be the min- 
isterial officer of said town, and of the corporation court herein- 
before created, and as such shall have power to do and perform 
all acts necessary to carry into effect the objects of this act and 
ordinances of said’ town council; he shall execute and return all 
process issued by the Mayor. He may serve criminal process, 
-warrants and subpeenas issued by the Mayor in any part of the 
county, for offences committed within the limits of said town, 
and also subpceenas in civil cases. 

Sec. 24. The town council shall appoint a trueasurer and an 
assessor, whose duty shall be prescribed by ordinances of said 
town council, who shall hold their offices for one year and until 
their successors are appointed and and qualified, and before en- 
tering upon the duties of their offices they shall give bond to said 
town, with security to be approved by the Mayor, conditioned for 
the faithful performance of the duties of their respective offices. 

Suc. 25. The town council shall have power to provide by or- ` 
dinance for the sale of real property for the payment of taxes, 
and provide for the ‘redemption thereof, provided, such ordinan- 
ces are not repugnant to or inconsistent with the laws of this 
State, and they shall in like manner provide for, and authorize 
the collector to levy upon and sell any personal property in said 
town for any corporation tax due from the owner thereof. 

Sec. 26. The town council shall have power to appoint a 
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street commissioner, who shall hold his office for one year, and 
by ordinance prescribe his powers and duties. 

The town council shall have power to provide by 
ordinance for the paving of the side walks, by owners or occu- 
pants of lots or property adjoining the same; and if said owners 
and occupants fail to comply with such provision, said council- 
may perform said work, and receive the actual cost thereof from 
the owner or occupant, and the certificate of the Mayor that any 
occupant of property owned by a non-resident of the said town 
shall be a good offset for rent to that amount, due for said 
property, provided, that no mere occupant of any property shall 
be required to pay in any one year a sum greater than the rent 
of the property occupied by him for one year. 

Sec. 28. The recorder shall keep a fair and aċcurate record of 
all the proceedings of the town council, which shall be open for 
the inspection of all persons at all reasonable times, and he shall 
keep in his office all records and public documents belonging to 
said town, and shall perform such other duties as shall be pre- 
scribed by ordinance. i 

Sec. 29. The Mayor shall be governed by, and decide accord- 
ing to the laws of this State, in all matters not provided for in 
this act, or by ordinances of said town. l 

Sec. 30. This act is hereby declared to be a public act, and ~ 
shall be so regarded and received in all courts of this State with- 
out being specially pleaded or proven. l - 

Sec. 31. [t shall be lawful for the town council to provide by 
ordinance for the commitment to the jail of Independence county 
all persons violating any of the ordinances of said town, and the 
the jailor of said county is hereby required to receive and safely 
keep in said jail all persons committed to jail under the ordinan- 
ces of said town. 

- Sec. 82. The town council shall have power to provide by or- 
dinance for the removal of town officers. 

Sec. 33. There shall be an election held in said town on the

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That the town of Clinton, in the county of Van Bu- 
ren, in the State of Arkansas, shall be, and the same is hereby 
incorporated, and that the corporate limits of said town shail 
form’a square containing one hundred and sixty acres of land, so 
located that the present court house of said county shall be at 
the centre of said square.

Be it further enacted, That the first elections of officers 
herein before mentioned, shall be held at the court house in said 
town on the third Monday in February, A. D. 1851; and that 
the judges of said election may be appointed by the persons 
qualified to vote at such election, or such of them as shall as- 
semble by 10 o’clock, a.m. of said day for the purpose of holding 
said election, at the court house aforesaid, and the judges shall 
take the usual oath of judges of general elections, and the said 
judges shall appoint clerks of said election, who shall take the 
oath now prescribed by law for clerks of election. 

Be it further enacted, That said judges shall certify 
the poll books of said election in duplicates, and deposite one in 
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the office of the Clerk of the Circuit Court of the county of Van 
Buren, and the other shall be filed with the Clerk of said corpo- 
ration after he shall have been. appointed and qualified. 

‘Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
Clerk of the Circuit Court of Van Buren county, so soon as he

Be it further enacted, That on the first Monday in 
January in each succeeding year after the year 1851, a new 
election may be held for the various offices required to be filled 
by election as herein before stated, and the Alderman and Town 
Council shall at their last meeting -immediately preceding such 
election, appoint three persens who shall be inhabitants of such 
corporation, to hold said election. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, That the Alderman and Town 
Council elected and qualified as aforesaid, shall be a body poli- 
tic and corporate in deed and in fact with perpetual succession, 
to be known, called, and distinguished by the name and style of 
Tae ALDERMAN AND Town Counc. oF tHe Town oF Ciinron, and 
they and their successors in office, shall be capable in law and

To His Excetiency, Joun Serpen Roane, Governor oF THE State 
or ARKANSAS: 


Sm: It is, by law, made the duty of the Auditor, to digest and . 
report to the Governor, prior to the commencement of each ses- 
sion of the General Assembly— a 

First, a full and detailed statement of the condition of the re- 
venue, and the amount of expenditure for the two preceding fis- 
cal years ; 

Second, a full and detailed statement of the public debt, if any ; 

Third, estimates of the revenues and amount of expenditures 
for the two succeeding fiseal years ; 

Fourth, such puans as he may think expedient for the support 
of the public credit, for lessening the public expenses, for using 
the public money to the best advantage, and for promoting econ- 
omy in the public offices, and generally, for the better manage- 
- ment and more perfect understanding of the fiscal affairs of the 
State ; | l ' 

Fifth, a tabular statement, showing, separately, the whole 
amount of each appropriation of money made by law, the amount 
paid under the same, and the balance unexpended ; 7 

Sixth, a tabular statement, showing, separately, the amount 
of money received into the Treasury from ail sources in each . 
~ fiscal year, the amount received from each county, and from each 
source of revenue in each county. 

In obedience to law, the Auditor has the honor to repert to

amount of warrants drawn thereon during the two years ending 
with the 30th of September, 1850, is $150,161 61; and the bal- 
ance of appropriations unexpended, 30th September, 1850, is 
31,360,547 46.. 

Tabular statement marked B, shows the entire receipts into 
ihe Treasury, from all sources, and the kind of funds received, 
and the amount of Treasury warrants issued, by the State Trea- 
surer, during the two years ending with the 30th September, 
1850 ; and the balance ofeach fund that was in the Treasury 
on the Ist of October, 1848;, the expenditures of the State, 
through the State Treasury, during the two years ending with 
the 30th September, 1850; and the balance of each fund in the 
Treasury on the last mentioned day. ;

Statement marked J, shows each species of property in the 
State, and the separate value of each; the total amount of pro- 
perty taxed, and the amount of taxes charged theron for the 
years 1847, 1848, 1849, and 1850, except from Green county, 
from which no return has been received for 1847, nor has any 
return been received from Crawford county, for the present year. 

Statement marked K, shows each distribution of the Internal 
Improvement fund, among the several counties of the State ; the 
amount due each county under each distribution, and the total 
amount distributed; the amount of warrants issued from this’ 
office, to whom issued, and the balance remaining in the Trea- 
sury, due to counties, on the Ist of October, 1850. | 

Statement marked L, shows each division of the Seminary 
fund made by the Treasurer: the amount distributed to each 
county ; the amount drawn out by each county ; and the balance 
remaining in the Treasury, Ist October, 1850, due to counties. 

Statement marked M, shows the amount of State Bonds issued 
to, and-sold by, the Bank of the State of Arkansas, remaining 
unredeemed, Ist October, 1850, and the-interest due thereon, up 
to that date ; the number of State Bonds unsold, and the num- 
ber of State Bonds redeemed, cancelled, and filed with the State 
Treasurer. For a full history of the transactions of that Bank, 
see the very comprehensive report of the Financial Receiver. 

Statement marked N, contains estimates of receipts of ordi- 
nary revenue and expenditures, for the two years. ending with ` 
the 30th September, 1852, including funds on hand, applicable 
to ordinary expenditures ; ‘Treasury warrants outstanding, and 
unredeemed, Ist October, 1850, and the amount of Treasury 
warrants, paid into the State Treasury, under act of 21st Dec., 
1846, for the purchase of lands of the grant of 500,000 acres. The 
estimated receipts are $201,820, 75, and the estimated expendi- 
tures $193,561 58}; leaving a balance of $8,259 174, which will 
probably be ‘in the Treasury, 1st October, 1850. 


Since the adjournment of the last Legislature,the Penitentiary 
has been again burnt down. The interests of the State demand 
that it should be re-built. Good policy, and economy in the end, 
would seem to indicate, that, when it is re-constructed, it should 
be done in such a manner as not to be liable, again, to be de- 
stroyed by fire. The Auditor is of opinion that the true interest 
of the State is to make an, appropriation sufficiently large to do 
this work in a proper manner. He has, therefore, estimated the 
expense of the Penitentiary, for the next two years, at $20,000. 
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On the 15th of February, 1850, E. Cummins, Esq., Land Attor- 
ney and State Collector, made a report to this office, showing the pay- 
ment into the Treasury of the sum of $1,372 32, en account of the 
Internal Improvement fund, and, $2,392 26, on aceount of the Sem- 
inary fund, making in all, 8376458. Theseamounts purport to have 
been paid into the Treasury in March, May, July, and August, 1849, 
during-the term of office of Samuel Adams, late Treasurer of Arkan- 
sas. For these amounts no official receipts of the late Treasurer have 
been filed in this office. But the land Attorney accompanied his re- 
port with official memoranda, made by the, late Treasurer, showing 
and acknowledging that the amounts had been paid into the Trea- 
sury. 

The Auditor is satisfied of the faet that the above amount of 
$3,764 58, has been paid into the Treasury, by E. Cummins, Esq., 
Land Attorney and State Collector, and that, in justice, he is entitled 
to credit for that amount. But, as the receipts and memoranda filed 
by him, were not official, the credits could not legally be given on 
the books of this office. ‘The Audltor has deemed this a matter of 
sufficient importance to order a suit to be brought against the securi- 
ties of the late Treasurer, for the amount. i 


The Land.Attorney and State Collector being absent on ihe 
cuit, in attendeneé on his official duties, has not been able to make a 
report to this office, as he did in 1848. On his return, he wił be pre- 
pared, if your Excellency or the Legislature desire it, to make a re- 
out. 2 

: The law passed by the last Legislature, requiring all officers to re- 
port to the Governor at least one month before the commencement 
of each session of the General Assembly, prevents the Auditor from 
embracing some things in this report which it would otherwise con- 
tain, and which might be useful, if not important, to the State.— 
Among things, thus excluded, the most important is, the condition of 
the Real Estate Bank. Col. Newton, the Cashier and Secretary, is, 
and has been, absent from the city forsometime. It is believed that 
he will return in time to report before the meeting of the Legislature. 
But, as the time is now, by law, fixed, for this report to be made te 
the Governor, the report of the condition of the Real Estate Bank 
cannot be embraced. l 


This difficulty might, jn future, be obviated, by a modification of - 
the law so as to require éach officer of the State, who has a report to 
make, to make it directly to the Legislature, and have his own report 
printed by the time of the meeting of that body. This would throw 
no obstacle in the way of the Governor’s getting any information from 
the different offices, which he might need for his own Message, as 
the offices of the State are public, and their condition and books ac- 
cessible at all times. 


Among the amendments of former legislation, whieh the experi 
cace of the Auditor makes it hiv duty to suggest, is one whieh will 
adopt, aad make imperative, in cll eases without execption, ho ger 
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eval rule which requires that all accounts shall be passed by the Au- 
ditor, and all his warrants drawn only upon specific vouchers, in de- 
tail, to consist of receipts from all persons to whom any public money 
may have been ‘paid, for values received, or services rendered. 

Section 9, chapter’ 23, of English’s Digest, contemplates a varia- 
tion from this general rule, and ‘the General Assembly, in several in- 
stances, have practiced it in acts of specific appropriation, or in sec- 
tions of a general appropriation bill, whereby certain other Executive 
officers have been charge with disbursements, and the duty of the 
Auditor, in relation to them, limited to the mere filing of the orders 
of those officers, without being allowed to ascertain the manner and 
the terms of the disbursement, by inspecting the receipts of the per- 
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sons to whom the money has been paid, as he is required to in other . 


cases. Such legislation must be. wrong; violating, as it does, the 
principle upon which, most wisely, the execution of the duties of the 
State government were devised and distributed into several depart- 
ments, and especially disregarding the very reasons for creating the 
office of Auditor. This principle thus divides and distributes these 
duties to make each department operate as a check upon the other, 
and prevent the obvious impropriety and danger of allowing any of- 


ficer to be the judge of his own official acts, especially when they in- 


volve the pecuniary interests-of the State. The Auditor is, himself, 
in no case, a disbursing officer. ‘The public money never goes into 
his hands. He is declared by the statute to be “the general account- 
ant of the State,” and he is required, in general terms, to see that 
every other officer, charged with collecting-and disbursing the revenue 
of the State, exhibits and files in his office, vouchers of the faithful 
performance of those duties; and the vouchers thus exhibited and filed, 
to be legal, must be, in the case of a collector, on account of assess- 
ment and collection, under oath, showing, in detail, the several 
amounts collected, and the name of each person collected from; and, 


in case of a disbursement, receipts, in detail, should be filed with the ` 


Auditor, from each person to whom money may have been paid, for 
value’ received, or services rendered. This statement is made to 
elucidate the principle of the rule., Its soundness and propriety none 
can question. They are as obvious as that accounts of collection 
and disbursement should be kept at all, or that public officers should 
be held to any degree of responsibility. : 
This principle is observed in the adoption of the rule in ques- 
tion, which is made general, by the law as itis; all deviations 
from it being by special enactment, making exceptions, for spe- 
cific' and temporary objects. But if the rule be asound and prop- 
er one in any case, for the reason in which it is founded, the cases 
must be rare in which it ean be safely dispensed with. Indced, itis 
difficult to. conceive of a case wherein to diapense with it, would 
be either safe or proper. The reason of its adoption in any 
case, can only be the security of the public money. If this be 
riglit in one case, it must be in every case. Upon principle and 
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in reason, then, the rule cau never be dispensed with; and the 
inference is irresistible that any deviation from it in the State 
legislation, is unwise, unsafe, and ought to be avoided. 

But, as in principle such legislation is wrong, so in practice it 
is certainly liable to serious abuses, and threatens dangerous 
-inroads upon the public Treasury. . Without intimating for a 
moment, or entertaining a suspioion, that the State has suffered 
any detriment from it in the past, the following reference to 
“the most recent instances in which it, appears on the statute 
book, cannot fail to show its liability to abuse and dangerous 
tendency. ; 


In the general appropriation bill of the last General Assembly, 
are the following: 

Sec. '16. To pay for the distribution of the Liges of the Laws 
of this State, and Acts and Journals of the present General As- 
sembly, provided all payments out of this appropriation be made 
upon orders of the Secretary of State, which shall be sufficient 
vouchers for the Auditor, $1,500 00.” 

“ See. 37. To pay for erecting suitable tomb-stones for the 
graves of the Hon. John H. Strong;-of Johnson county, and the 
Hon. Lewis R. Wells, of Fulton county, one hundred dollars.— 
To erect a tomb-stone over the remains of the Hon. Ambrose H 
Sevier, to be expended under the direction of the Governor, five 
hundred dollars.” E 

_, “Sec. 51. That the sum of two thousand five hundred dollars 

e, and the same is hereby appropriated, to pay for repairs of 

jthe State House, to be drawn under the direction of the Secre- 
tary of State.” 

it is seen that the appropriations here quoted, by their pecu- 
liar phraseology, take them without the general rule already re- 
ferred to, which requires all: accounts to. be settled by the Audit- 
or, upon vouchers, in detail, and receipts filed. 

By the 16th and 51st sections, just quoted, the sum of $4,000 _ 
of the public money is required to be paid out of the Treasury, 
upon the Auditors warrants, not based, ‘as in other cases, upon 
vouchers of the persons to whom it was paid, but upon the sim- 
ple orders of the Secretary of State, leaving no statement on file 
of the manner in which the fund was administered, and afford- 
ing no evidence that it had been faithfully disbursed. Besides 
this, under other appropriations, on similar conditions, the same 
officer, as his orders on file exhibit, has drawn out of the Treas- 
ury, other sums, amounting to $1,600, making, in the aggregate, 
25,600, since the last session of the General Assembly; an 
amount exceeding, by 8600, his official bond—a bond, it may be 
remarked, given with exclusive reference to his custody of the 
public library and archives, and never contemplated to cover 
pecuniary responsibility or keeping and disbursing money, as 
such duties do not appropriately pertain to his office. 
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By the 37th sec ion, the sum of £690 is placed at the disposal 
pletie Governor, to be drawn from the Treasury upon his sim- 
of order, without any other voucher to the Auditor to exhibit 
‘the manner or fix the responsibility of its expenditure. The 

Governor gives no official bond. 

It is true, these amounts may be considered small, and, doubt- 
less, they have been faithfully expended, as the law prescribes. 
But every such act, as that by which they have been appropriated, 
not only violates the principle of equality between the several 
classes of public accounts, and between the several Executive 
officers, but renders nugatory the duties of the Auditor, relieves 
the disbursing officer of all official responsibility, and introduces 
irregularity and confusion into the system of public accounts, 
without any conceivable benefit to the State or any of her citi- 
zens. Every consideration of public justice and good policy, 
therefore, seems to demand that no such acts should be passed 
in future, and all traces of such, in the past legislation of the 
Stete, even contemplating such acts, should be stricken from the 
Statute book. 

In conformity with these views, the “pian” proposed by th 
Auditor is, first, to repeal that portion of section 9, chapter 23, 
of English’s Digest, beginning with the third line and ending 
with the word. “person” on the fourth line; and also to repeal 
the words, “except only in cases expressly provided by law,” which 
are found in the ffth and sizth lines of the same section. Second, 
to pass a declaratory act, requiring that all appropriations, here- 
after, shall be administered with due regard to official responsi- 

bility, and that the accounts of all officers whose duty it may 
have been to disburse any public money, shall be audited, ad- 
justed, and settled by the Auditor, under an uniform rule, and 
passed only upon vouchers which shall exhibit in an accurate 
and authentic form, and in detail, that the disbursement has been 
made, in the manner, and for the object prescribed by law. 

This “plan,” if adopted, will, in the opinion of the Auditor, 
have the effect contemplated in the 8th section of the Statute — 
prescribing his duties, of “ promoting economy iu the public offi- 
ces, and, generally, for the better management and more perfect 
understanding of the fiscal affairs of the State,” by placing every 
finaricial operation, especially in disbursements, upon the same 
footing; thus, reducing the whole to a more lucid and harmo-. 
nious system, and holding every officer to a just, equal, and cer- 
tain responsibility. 

The Auditor would suggest the propriety of the enactment of 
„a law, requiring the State Treasurer to receive nothing but specie 
for the county taxes due the different counties for the redemption 
and purchase of lands which have been forfeited to the State.— 
The manifest justice of this measure should recommend it to 
every one. To insure uniformity, the law has prescribed that 
the county tax paid into the Treasury, on lands sold for taxes, 
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should only be one half of the State tax, whilst the county tax, 
in many of the counties, amounts to as much as the State tax. 
The State, in receiving the county tax, is the mere trustee of 
the counties. State scrip has frequently been, heretofore, and is 
liable in future to be, below par. The county tax, in many of 
the counties, as has been heretofore stated, is as large as the 
State tax. And those counties, by taxing their citizens,. are, 
mostly, at all times prepared to meet their liabilities with specie. 
How manifestly unjust, then, is it to those counties for the State, 
first, to allow them only half of the taxes on their forfeited 
lands, and, second, to compel them to take that half in deprecig- 
ted scrip. | 

The an of this “plan” will obviate a difficulty which fre- 
quently ocċurs and prevents counties from drawing money from the 
treasury, after it has been paid in to their credit, for the sale or re- 
' demption of lands. It is this; The State and county tax, on a piece 
of land, are frequently both paid into the treasury with a single piece 
of scrip; when this is the case, and there is no specie in the treasury 
to redeem scrip, the counties cannot even get the amount due them 
in depreciated scrip. ` 

In the opinion of the Auditor. there is no more justice in compel- 
ling the counties to take State scrip for the county taxes due them for 
the sale and redemption of forfeited lands, then there would be in 
distributing among the counties, and compelling them to také the 
proceeds of the sales of the Seminary and Internal Improvement 
lands, in State scrip. . 

The last report made by Gen. Conway, the predecessor of the per- 

sent Auditor, holds the following language with regard to the 500,000 
acres cf land donated to the State for purposes of Internal Improve- 
ment: 
“The law relative to the sales of lands of the grant of 500,000 
acres, is defective, and should be amended, so as to require that all 
notes belonging to that fund shall be deposited with the State treas- 
urer. The Treasurer should giant duplicate receipts for the notes, 
one of which. receipts should be filed with the Auditor, and the other 
with the Land Agent. The Auditor would then have an account of 
all notes belonging to that fund, and could charge the State treasurer 
with them, and state the whole amount in-his report, which he can- 
not now~do from any information in his office. The State tréasurer 
would then be responsible for the safe-keeping of all the notes. Ex- 
cept when such notes may be placed in the hands of the Land Attor- 
ney and State Collector, for collection, the treasurer, only, should re- 
ceive money paid on them, and he only should receive money for the 
purchase of such lands, and should grant duplicate receipts, for all 
amounts paid to him, one of which receipts should be filed with the 
Auditor, who should charge the treasurer with the-amount, and the 
other receipt should be filed with the Land Agent. The Auditor 
deems these suggestions of importance to the State, as the fund isa 
large one.” 
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It should be made the duty of every person, making payments for 
lands to the treasurer, to file the treasurer’s receipt in the Auditor’s 


office, before credit is entered for the payment, so that the treasurer — 


may be charged with the amount by the Auditor. , l 

It should be made the duty of every person indebted to the State, 
for lands, before making final payment, to get a statement from the 
auditor, for the treasurer, of the amount due on his or her note, in 
cluding principal and interest; and after making payment to the trea- 
surer, agreeably to the statement furnished by the Auditor, and filing 
the Treasurer’s receipt with the Auditor therefor, it should be the du- 
ty of the Auditor to give such person a certificate, setting forth the fact 
that full payment had been made, by such person, of the whole amount 
due from him or her to the State, including principal and interest; 
and this certificate of the Auditor should be made-sufficient evidence to 
the Governor that the purchaser of such lands had complied with all 
the requirements of the law, and sufficient authority to the Governor to 
issue a deed for the land so paid for. i i 

These regulations should apply to the Seminary lands, as well as 
the 500,000 acres of Internal Inprovement lands. 

- The present Auditor “deems these suggestions of importance to the 
State,” in addition to the suggestions made by his predecessor. 

The law requiring the sheriffs to settle for revenue by the 10th of 
December, in each year, is, by many, deemed oppressive. . The plan- 
ters of the South, and the grain and stock raisers of the North, have 
not, by this time, received returns for their-yearly sales. The payment 
of all debts, among the rich and the poor, depends mainly upon these 
“returns.” Therefore, is it oppressive to the citizens to be compelled 
to pay their taxes by that particular time. In many cases, it has been 
impossible for them to do so. The Auditor has known, during the 
short time he has been in office, of Sheriff's being compelled to pay 
into the ‘Treasury almost the whole amount of revenue from their 
counties, from their own funds, to avoid the heavy penalty of the law 
for a failure to make a payment of all demands against them by, or 
before, the 10th of December. This has been done, because the tax- 
payers had not received “returns” for their year’s labor, and Sheriffs 
were too humane to sell property when they. knew it must be sacrificed. 

The Auditor would suggest, therefore, the proprietyand importance 
of changing the time allowed to collectors, for settling for revenue, 
from December to May following—so that the revenue of one year 
- would not be payable into the Treasury until the May of the next year. 
From a consultation with many of those who collect the taxes, and 
more of those who pay them, throughout the State, the Auditor has 
been induced to recommend this time. By May all will have received 
“retums” for their last year’s labor, and will be able to “contribute 
their mite” to the support of their Government, without feeling op- 
pressed by it. g 

Another reason for this extention of time is, that it will give the 
Sheriffs ample time to assess and collect fully from all persons hav- 
ing taxable property-—and thereby the State would receive more rev- 
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enue, and the burthens of supporting the Government would be more 
equally distributed among her citizens. Still another reason is, that. 
the present time required by law, for Sheriffs to settle for revenue, is.. 
in the middle of the winter—and, as a general rule, the streams are 
high—frequently swollen to overflowing, and from the high water, 
and coldness and inclemency of the weather, the roads are more im- 
passable than they are at any other time of the year. These causes 
frequently render it impossible for a Sheriff, who is ready and pre- 
pared for a settlement with the State, to reach the Seat of Government 
within the time prescribed by law for him to settle; and thereby he 
incurs the heavy penalty visited on a defaulting collector of revenue 
© Ly tue laws of this State. If the time of settlement, with collectors 
of revenue, were changed from December to May, the weather would 
be mild, the roads would be good, and all these difficulties would be 
obviated. l 

It is certainly the policy of the State to collect her revenues from 
her citizens in the least oppressive manner. It matters little to the 
State whether she receives the taxes neccssary to support her Govern- 
- ment in December or in May. - But itis a matter of great importance 
to many of her citizens, whether the State demands her taxes from 
them before, or after, they have received “returne” for their year’s la~- 
bor. As it is the pride of a patriotic citizen 10 yield-ready obedience 
to all laws made by the Legislative authority, so should it be the study 
of ‘those invested with Legislative power to make no laws—especially 
revenue laws—except those which are founded in reason, and the 
necessity for which can be seen by the humblest citizen. l 

The last legislature passeda law prohibiting the Auditor from 
expending more than $600 per annum for clerk hire in his office. 
This $600 will pay the hire of-only one clerk. The clerks in the 
Surveyor’s office get salaries from $800 to $1,200 per annum. 
The experience of the Auditor has demonstrated that the ordina- 
ry business of the office cannot be done with less than two good 
clerks. 

The Governor, taking into consideration the impossibility of 
the business of the Auditor’s office being done by one clerk, the 
injustice to the Auditor to compel him to pay the hire of a clerk 
out of his own salary, and the importance of the service to the 
State, ordered the payment of all extra clerk hire, accruing in the 
Auditor’s office, up to the 31st July, 1850, out of the contingent 
fund of the Executive department. In this your Excellency fol- 
lowed the precedent set by Gov. Byrd, your immediate predeces- ' 
sor in office, who ordered a balance due Gen. Conway, for cash 
expended by him, for clerk hire in the Auditor’s office, to be paid 
out of the same fund. This wasright. The work done was ne- 
cessary—aindeed it was of the lasts importance to the State. Tt 
was utterly impossible for the Auditor to have done the work 
which was absolutely necessary to be done in his office, with the 
assistance of less than two good clerks. 

All will admit, I presume, the injustice of compelling the Au- 
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ditor to hire a clerk and pay his wages out of his own salary, 


when the work done is exclusively for the benefit of the State. 


But this the Auditor has been doing sinst the first -day of August 
last. K 


‘It is.of the greatest importance to the State that the Auditor 
should have a sufficient force of clerks in his office. The force 
of two clerks, which has heretofore been employed in the office, 
can only do the ordinary work which is indispensably necessary . 
to be done., The refusal of the Legislature to grant a sufficiency 


office, must result in an 

inevitable loss to the State. E 
To sustain the Auditor in his position, there are numerous €x- 
amples, of which he will cite but one: This is, the importance 
of keeping all the lands in the State, which are patented,. entered 
or located, on the Tax-books, so that the State may receive a re- 
vénue from the taxes due on them. The supervision of the lands, 
and keeping them all on the Tax-books, would keep one first rate 
clerk constantly employed, in addition to the two clerks now re- 
quired to do the work which is indispensable in the office; and 
the Auditor hazards nothing in saying that the employing of 


three clerks. instead of offer in his office, would be a matter ofthe 


_ greatest economy to the State. Whoever sees the experiment tried, 


man advantages over.an honest man. 


will see that by the employing of two additional clerks in the 
Auditor’s: office, the duty of one of whom-it should be to devote 
his time wholly to lands, the State will receive the first year, an 


additional amount of revenue, from lands alone, of more than 


three times the whole amount which shall be expended for clerk 
hire in the Auditor’s office. And this will be but a beginning, 
for the system cannot be fully developed for several years. 


It is needless for the Auditor.to urge, in support of this mea- 
sure, the necessities of the State. All admit her to be in need of 
all the revenŭe she can collect. But it may be observed, in this 
connection, that, as things are now, the better disposed, and more 
patriotic and honest part of the community, are the losers, whilst 
the worse, and more dishonest, are the gainers. A dishonest 
man will use all means in his power to evade the payment of his 
taxes; whilst an honest man, prompted by his honesty and patriot- 
ism, freely gives in his property to the Assessor, and uses no 
means to evade the operation or burthens of the law. It was the 
intention of. the framers of our system of government that our 
laws should operate on all equally and alike. It is the desire of the 
Auditor—so far as he is concerned—to enforce the laws equally 
against all—and certainly to avoid, if possible, giving a dishonest 


The importance is therefore urged, of the Legislature making 
a sufficient appropriation to keep constantly employed three good 
clerks in the Auditor’s office. ‘The Auditor is firmly of the opin- 


ion that such"an appropriation would be promotive of the best 
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interests of the State, and, in the end, it will not be an expense 
but a great saving of public money. y 

It is a very important part of the duties of the Auditor, to su- 
perintend the collection and assessment of the revenue, and to 
see that the State receives all the revenue due her by keeping all 
the taxable property—especially all the taxable lands in the State 
—on the Tax-books. This cannot be done without allowing the 
Auditor a sufficient force of clerks in his office. It is evident, 
then, that to cramp the Auditor’s office in clerk hire, is to cramp 
the revenues of the State. 

It has, in some instances, been impossible for the Auditor to 
have distress warrants .executed ‘against defaulting Sheriffs, on 
account of Coroners refusing to give bond and qualify in their 
offices, according to law; and distress warrants aginst Sheriffs 
can be executed, under our law, by no other officer than a Cor- 
oner. When defaulting Sheriffs have gone out of office, the pro- 
priety is suggested of placing distress warrants against them, in 
the hands of their successors in the office of Sheriff, and of giv- 
ing such Sheriff the same powers, by law, that are now given to 
Coroners, in all that relates to such distress warrants. When 
defaulting Sheriffs remain in office, and Coroners will not quali- 
fy to take charge of distress warrant¥ainst them, it is sugges- 
ted that such distress warrant be placed in the hands of any Con- 
stable in the county, whose bond is sufficiently large to secure 
the State in the premises, and that such Constable be authorized 
by law, to execute, enforce, and collect the same, and in the 
same manner, as such duties are now required to be done by 
Coroners. 

In the case of the State of Arkansas against John Carnall, 
Sheriff of Crawford county, it was decided, by the Supreme Court 
that a Sheriff’s office was not vacated, as is declared by our 
Statute [English’s Digest, section 37, chapter 139], on his failing 
to file his Assessment list, on or before the 25th of March in each 

ear. 
As the law is now interpreted, there is no way of compelling 
Assessors to file their lists of taxable property within the proper 
time. If some remedy be not applied, in this case, the collec- 
tion of the revenue may be greatly delayed, and, in some instan- 
ces, wholly defeated. Some legislative action is necessary on 
this subject. 

The Auditor would respectfully ask of your Excellency to aid him 
in urging on the Legislature the importance of the suggestions made 
by him; believing, as he does, that they are all founded in reason, 
and of the soundest policy, and, if adopted, will have a tendency to 
promate the best interests of the State. ‘

Tn addition to the above bonds, there was cancelled and filed in this office, on the 6th day of Jan’y, 49, 
by a committee.of.the General Assemby,.one hundred: and sixteen State Bonds; which Bonds so can- 
celled and filed in this office were sealed up by said committee and endorsed: “This package contains 
one hundred arid sixteen State ‘Borids, to wit: Highty-nine five per cent. Bonds, and twenty-seven six 
per cent., amounting to $116,000 principal, and $40,136 36-100 Interest, making an aggregate of 
$156,136 36-100, which is referred to in the twenty-third line page 2, of thé Financial Receiver’s re- 
port‘of the 6th November, 1848,” Which package was afterwards opened by direction of His Ex- 
cellency, John Selden Roane; Governor of the State of Arkansas, for the purpose of investigating the 
official conduct of A. E. Thornton, Esq., late Financial Receiver of the State Bank at Little Rock. 
Upon'an examination of this package of Boyds, it was found to comain eighty five per cent. Bonds 
and thirty-six six per cent. Bonds, which differs'from the endorsements made on the package by the 
committee as tothe charactér of the Bonds—being. nine five per cent. Bonds less, and nine six per

Sr : I herewith submit to your Excellency, as required-by law — 
my report of the receipts and expenditures of the State, and the ope- 
rations of the State Treasury, during the two years ending with the 
30th day of SeptemDer, 1850. 

Statement marked A, shows that the appropriations made at 
session of the General Assembly held in November and December, 
1848, and January, 1849, with the balances.of former appropriations 
unexpended 30th September. 1848, amount, in the aggregate, to $1,- 
515,151 80; that the Treasurer has paid therefrom the sum of $150,- 
792 84; and that the balances of appropriations, unexpended, amount, 
in the aggregate, to $1,364,358 96. 

Statement B, shows the receipts into the State Treasury, from all 
sources, and the kinds of funds received, during the two years ending 
with the 30th September, 1850; the amonnt of Treasury Warrants - 
issued by the State Treasurer, during the same period; the balance 
of each fund in the Treasury, lst October, 1848; the expenditures 
of the State, through the State Treasury, during the last two years; 
and the balance in the Treasury, 1st October, 1850. 

Statement C, shows the amount of Treasury Warrants issued by

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Under the provisions of “An act to divide the Seminary fund, and 
to establish common schools,” approved 5th January, 1849, and in 
obedience to the provisions of that act, the predecessor of the present 
treasurer, on the 30th June, 1849, made a distribution of said fund 
among the several counties, excepting the counties of Ashley, Drew 
and Prairie, which were not formed when the Census of 1846 was 
taken. The portion of this distribution paid out, was paid to the 
treasurers of the counties, without the Auditor’s warrant, by the pre- 
decessor of the present treasurer, under the provisions of section 3, of 
said act. 

The present treasurer, believing that his predecessor had been pro- 
perly advised as to the construction which sheuld be given to the law, 
by the proper authority, has continued to make payments out of said 
fund, on the orders of the county treasurers, without the warrant of 
the Auditor. ‘The treasurer would suggest the importance of so 
amending this law, as to make all payments out of this fund payable 
by the treasurer only on warrants drawn by the Auditor. This is 
necessary in order to preserve system in payment of the public money 
out of the treasury. i 

On ‘the 10th December, 1849. there was a sufficiency of specie in 
the treasury to pay all outstanding treasury warrants. The treasurer, 
on the 11th December, 1849, commenced paying specie upon all | 
treasury warrants presented for payment, and upon all Auditor’s war- 
fants issued, and continued so to do, until the Ist of June, 1850. na 

‘An act making certain appropriations to Alfred Wallace,” pro- 

vides “that the treasurer of the State of Arkansas issue warrants upon 
the treasury, upon the Auditor’s warrant, for the sum of $16,965 40, 
to said Wallace, to bear date Dec. 12, 1848, one-half payable De- 
cember Ist, 1849, and the other half payable December Ist, 1850, 
and to draw interest from date, at the rate of six per cent, per annum 
until paid.” By the provisions of said act, $8,482 70, with six per 
cent. interest due thereon, was due from the treasury, 1st December, 
1849; $500 of these warrants was paid into the treasury for revenue 
before the 10th December, 1849. . 
' As no demand had been made upon the treasury for the redemp- 
tion of the warrants issued to Alfred Wallace, and due Ist Dec., 1849, 
notice was given on the 12th Dec., 1849, to the holders of these war- 
Tents, that there was specie in the treasury for their redemption. 


On. the 17th January, 1850, the remaining $7,982 70 of the war- 
rants, 1S»ed to A. Wallace, and due Ist December, 1849, was paid 
by the trecuyrer, in specie, with interest up to the 10th December, 
1849, the tim. the State was prepared for their payment. The in- 
terest on these waasyry warrants, up to the 10th December, 1849, 
paid by the treasuré: amounted to $476 33. 


_ At the time of the Payment of these treasury warrants, on the 17th 
January, 1850, interest wa. qemanded up to that date. This interest 
the treasurer refused to pay, huging that the owners of treasury war- 
rants were bound to present them {nr payment when due; and hold- 
ing that, in the event of payment not heing demanded when the war- 


355 


rants become due, the State was bound for interest no longer than 
the 10th December, 1849, the earliest time when she was prepared 
to make the payment. 

În this decision the treasurer thinks he was right.

-~ It appears, from. a report of the Land Attorneyjand State Collec- 
tor, made to this office, on the 12th February. 1850, that there was 
paid into the State treasury, to my predecessor, by that officer, the sum 
of $3,764 58; thirteen hundred and seventy-two dollars and thirty- 
two cents to the credit of the Internal Improvement fund, and twen- 
ty-three hundred and ninety-two dollars and twenty-six ceuts, to the 
credit of the Seminary fund. The amount above stated was not paid 
over to me, by my predecessor, nor ‘does the books of this office show 
its payment into the tteasary.
